The amount of 
‘reparations and the new bouridaries 
for Germany will be left for adjust- 
ment after peace is concluded by a 
commission named by the Peace Con- 
ference in the future.

. BERLIN, April 1. (Night.)—Although 
the situation throughout the Ruhr indus- 
trial region appears to have improved 
during the day, Stuttgart and Frank- 
fort-on-Main still present a state of af- 
fairs which causes very considerable 
anxiety. 

This constantly recurring unrest and 
lawlessness is an evidence which ought 


unsatisfactory condition in Germany. 
Bursts of rioting and striking are just 


what the extremists really want to bring 
their plans to fruition. 

When one place after another throws 
law and order to the winds, the stability 
of the Government cannot but become 
seriously undermined, and must eventu- 
ally tend to hasten that general col- 
lapse which it is hard to persuade one’s 
self is not about to break upon the whole 
country. 

It is satisfactory to seme extent to 
note that the call of the Ruhr region 
Communists for a general strike has not 
met with great success. Apart from the 
Dortmund, Bochum, and Witten districts, 
where strikes, more or less complete, 
have been- going on for some time, few 
mines throughout the region have been 
brought to a standstiil It is note- 
worthy that’ im Hamborn, where the, 
Spartacides. thought they had their 
stronghold, their appeal had by no means 
been generally obeyed, and all mines are 
practically fully at work. 

But while the Spartacides have not 
met with any great success, and while 
the strike has not developed as seriously 
as was thought would be the case, the 
situation at Stuttgart and Frankfort-on- 
Main -presents potentialities of an alarm- 
ing nature. 


Aim at Wurttemberg Overtyrn. 


Stuttgart awoke this morning to find 
itself under martial law, and in the 
course of the day the strike leaders there 
proclaimed a general strike for the whole 
of Wiirttemherg. Midday saw a stiff 
fight between Government troops with 
machine guns_and.armored motor cars, 
and a large strike demonstration in onw 
of the main streets of the city. Three 
persons were killed and many wounded 
before the crowd dispersed. 

The middle classes are also on a strike, 
it now appears. This is in the nature of 
a counterstrike, and is intended to be a 
demonstration in favor of the Govern- 
ment. This move, it has been : decided, 
will be taken up over the whole country. 
Shopkeepers, State, and municipal of- 
ficials, doctors, chemists, and people in 
other. “‘free occupations.” are partici- 
pating in this action. ° .

In Frankfort, however, the disturbance 
cannot be said to have any. political 
character. The disorder there was 
caused by an element of the lowest class, 
though some better dressed people ap- 
pear to have taken the opportunity to 
get something for nothing. All parties, 
even including the Communists, appeal 
for a restoration and preservation of law 
and order. In one part of the city every 
food shop was thoroughly plundered, and 
it would appear that it was mainly the 
food scarcity among a certain class of 
people which called forth the distur- 
bances. But shops which sell hats and 
clothes, boots and firearms, also re- 
ceived the attention of the mob. 


Many Arrests at Frankfort. 


The house of the Chief Burgomaster 
was plundered today. A woman went 
there to ask for food, and when it was 
refused her she created a disturbance. 
A crowd gathered, stormed the dwelling, 
and ‘found that the Burgomaster had 
been careful to provide himself with 
large amounts of foods. One hundred 
pounds of smoked meat, 120 eggs, three 
large jars of fat, a great quantity of 
flour, and other foodstuffs were discov- 
ered and s¢ized by the crowd. 

A good deal of street fighting has 
taken place during the day, and the total 
casualties are said to amount to about 
twenty killed and more than. 400 
wounded. The police arrested 500 plun- 
derers. A mob which plundered the 
Frankfurter Hof Hotel obtained $6,000 
from the hotel safe, stole great quanti- 
ties of wine, and altogether did dam- 
age to the extent of $100,000. During the 
fighting some of the Marine Guards 
refused to fire on the mob, and threw 
away their arms. These weapons were 
picked up by the rioters, who used them 
to return the fire of those Guards who 
obeyed orders. 

All these occurrences have naturally 
caused some repercussion here in Ber- 
lin. A member of the Government says 
that the authorities are ready for all 
eventualities and are prepared to act 
With the utmost aetne. in case of dis- 
orders. 

Workers’: Extraordinary Demands.

A telegram from Essen says that a 
general syndicalist miners’ union has 
been formed there to take the place of 
the old trade unions. 

The first act of the new organization 
was to send a telegram to the new 
Hungarian Government promising to do 
everything: possible to bring about a 
Soviet Government in Germany. 

Sabotage is reported from several 
places. A Dortmund message declares 
that the miners there are already work- 
ing only six hours daily, while at great 
steel and iron works of Messies Hoesch, 
one of the largest furnaces, has been 
destroyed and it will take several months 
to repair it. Work is stopped at that 
foundry. . 

In Berlin, too, a somewhat serious 
situation has arisen owing to the arrest 
of Daumig, one of the Presidents of 
the Berlin Executive of the Workers’ 
Councils, who is charged. with com- 
plicity in the January troubles. : 

Soviet Elections in Ruhr Région. 

The results of the elections for new 
Workers’ Councils in the Ruhr industrial 
region is worthy of notice. Results from 
Elberfeld, Barmen, Hagen, Haspe, Essen, 
and Miilheim show that fifty Majority 
Socialists, seventy-five Independent So- 
cialists, and ninéty-five middle class 
candidates have been returned. 

The situation in Bavaria also is ‘caus- 
ing considerable uneasiness. During the 
last two weeks the new Communist 
Party has been carrying on ’a vigorous 
campaign, Its meetings during the last 
few days have been attended by 8,000 to 
10,000 persons and the opposition seems 
to be meagre and powerless. 

The dismissal of 4,000 persons from a 
branch of the Krupp Works in Munich 
has had a very bad effect and no one 
would be surprised if within the next 
week or two Bavaria followed Hungary's 
example. 

Relations between the: Munich and 
Berlin Governments are strained. The 
former forbids the use of hoardings and 
newspapers for advertisements calling 
for the formation of the national defense 
corps. This action is regarded as a 
proclamation of Bavaria’s military 
entity.

SAYS JAPAN HAS EQUALITY. 


Only as to Domestic Affairs Are Res- 
ervations Sought, Says Hitchcock. 


WASHINGTON, April’ 3.—Commenting 
on the statement made yesterday by 
Baron Makino, neaa@ of the. Japanese 
Peace Commission, in voicing Japan’s 
demand for racial equality, Senator 
Hitchcock of Nebraska, retiring Chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, today issued this statement: 

“The Japanese demand for racial 
equality and insistence that all dis- 
criminations: against races be discon- 
tinued are based more on national pride 
than on national interest. In all inter- 
national matters the Japanese have 
equality of treatment. In the League 
itself Japan is named as one of the five 
great nations of the world as a perma- 
nent member of the Executive Council. 
Only when it comes to domestic matters 
do the nations belonging to the League 
reserve the right ‘to make discrimina- 
tion between races, This includes, of 
course, immigration, and in some States 
it is covered by laws relating to mar- 
riage between certain races, as well as 
the right to acquire real estate. These 
discriminations may , hurt Japanese 
pride, but they do nov affect the inter- 
ests of Japan as a nation. 

‘““We cannot agree to abandon our 
right to make these discriminations. 
They come under the head of domestic 
affairs. They are not international. 
They are, or we think they are, for the 
purpose oft preserving our race purity 
and our industrial standards. Japan 
is free to do the same in) her country. 
Every nation ought to be.’

Comménting on this impending con- 
ference, the Lokal-Anzeiger refers to 
the "‘ Scheidemann crisis,’’ arising from 
the Chancellor’s ‘‘ parliamentary, polit- 
ical, and personal defeat at Weimar,”’ 
and, further, of a more serious crisis 
arising from the marked tendency show: 
ing itself in great labor centres to steer 
a radical course. One must therefore 
be prepared, says the paper, for a Cab- 
inet crisis, which will find its solution 
in the Independent Socialists assuming 
the government of the country. 

The Zwélf Uhr Blatt, after calling 
Herr Scheidemann’s positi on hopeless, 
discusses the radical tendencies mani- 
festing themselves among the working 
classes, and finds them to be the result 
of the weak attitude of the Government 
toward the military authorities.

The owners of 
Berlin factories, for instance, passed 
the hat some time ago, and in one aft- 
ernoon raised a fund of 5,000,000 marks 
for the troops. Big Berlin banks pro- 
duced an equal contribution. This was 
only one of similar installments raised 
at various times and places. 

Th Republican Guards and other popu- 
lar military organizations, although 
nominally supporting the Government, 
are rather a menace than an asset, as 
cher & eee Bs peony disciplined and largely 
infect Spartacide ideals.

Carranza Will Ask 16,000,900 Pesos 
to Control Railways. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—President 
Carranza has asked the extra session of 
the Mexican Congress, which has been 
called to meet May 1, to authorize the 
construction by the Federal Government 
of three railway lines and the acquisi- 
tion of another railway system, it was 
learned today from official sources. 
The Congress will be asked to. appro- 
priate 10,000,000 pesos for the purchase 


the Yucatan Railway System, now 
owned by the Hennequen Association. 

One of the new lines will link this 
system with the Territory of Quin- 
tanaroo, running from Peto, Yucatan, 
to Bacalar and Santa Cruz. The line 
was contemplated by Porfirio Diaz and 
surveys were made under his orders. 

Another line, the plan for which dates 
back to the Diaz Administration, is pro- 
posed to run from Santa Lucrecia, in 
the State of Vera Cruz, on the Tehuan- 
tepec line, purchased a short time ago 
from the Pearson Interests, to Cam- 
peche. 

The third proposed line will run from 
some point on the Southern Pacific of 
Mexico, between Magdalena and Her- 
mosillo, to Ensenada, the capital of 
Lower California. This road will enable 
Mexico to transport troops by rail from 
Central Mexico to Lower California 
without entering the United States. 

These railroad projects are believed 
by officials here to be a part of Pres- 
ident Carranza’s program to secure for 
the Government the entire transporta- 
tion machinery of Mexico.

WOULD DISARM GERMANY. 


Pichon’s Reply to New. Proposal Is 
Cheered by ‘Paris Deputies, 


PARIS, April 3.~In the Chamber of 
Deputies today Maurice Raynaud, : for- 
mer Minister of the Colonies, requested 
the discussion ofa proposal to invite the 
Government to. endeavor to obtain. the 
disarmament of Germany.

Lieut.’ Coil. Theodore Roosevelt, Jr, 
who-was the guest of honor at the reg- 
ular monthly meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the State of New York 
yesterday, appealed to the members to 
aid in turning the energies of the Amer- 
ican soldiers back into the right chan- 
nels as they return to civil life. 

“These young men,” he said, ‘‘ are 
the men who will run the country in 
the future... They will return much im- 
proved for their experiences, and they) 
will be impressionable.’ They will be 
receptive to new ideas, and they will 
fipd it difficult to get back to their old 
duties, 

** After. our ‘civil, war we had fron: 
tiers which provided ground for the 
restless spirits, but we have no fron- 
tiers now.. The country will have to 
take up these men and that is your 
problem. The war has had a tremen- 
dous effect on them and it has’ made 
them Americans.’ In my headquarters, 
for example, my Haison officer was Karl 
Cramer, there was a Sergeant Murphy, 
and an Orderly. Velocco. Then there 
was Kilinski, a Pole; Glover, of Irish 
extraction; LeBeauf, French, and Bren- 
ner, a Jewish newsboy from Boston. 
And I’ might also tell you that.jwe had 
two Chinese from’ San Francisco, and 
they were good cooks. All of those 
boys consideréd themselves Americans. 
Americans, and nothing else. 

Another effect of the war was its 
democraticising effect in the shuffling 
of men of all classes In all ranks. One 
of my. splendid officers was a waiter 
from out West, and one private. turned 
out to be the City Editor of The Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer. 

Colonel Roosevelt recounted the events 
which lead up to the battle of Soissons 
and described the opening of that battle, 
at the same time paying a tribute to 
his men. He recited one incident to 
show the spirit of the American troops.

Niagara Senator Promises Fall 
‘Disclosare to the Judiciary 
. Committee.

ALBANY, April 3.—Senator George. 
F, Thompson of Niagara, Chairman of 
the Senate Public Service Committee, 
today admitted to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee that he told representatives 
of two New York city newspapers the 
story of a $500,000 fund available to aid 
in’ the passage of the Carson-Martin 
bill, which would empower the Public. 
Service Commission to, increase 
failway farés to 7 or 8 cents regardless 
of franchise or other local agreements 
existing. between the companies and mu- 
nicipalities. 

Senator Thompson told the cemmittee 
that he would like time to prepare a 
statement, and that he would disclose the 
whole story, which is said to involve 
an ex-Governor of the State as the man 
who offered’ Thompson the bribe and

ential corporations if he cared to seek 
The committee ad- 
journed to give Senator Thompson time 
to prepare his statement: He has been 
directed to submit it of Tuesday.

One submitted copies of his 
paper containing the story. The other 
respectfully. dectined to give the com- 
mittee any information either now or 
at a later date.

They proceed 
with a deliberate plan and program. 
As Mayor HyYtan says, deluding them- 
selves and others with the belief that 
** they are the apostles of liberty,”

VILLA’S MARCH. 

Our spirited old neighbor Francisco 
VILLA may be deseribed, in the lan- 
guage of notices. of rewards for the 
capture of members of his profession, 
as ‘‘ alive or dead,’” or should we say 
‘alive and dead ’’? He is both or 
néither, according to the state of his 
business. Sometimes one is tempted 
te dobbt, in spite ot his amply doc- 
umented “history, if be. js more than 
a name fot a syndicate of gentlemeii 
,of the road: Skepticism. sags, how- 
ever, when sedate witnessés, innocent 
of pulque, depose to seeing him clad 
in'a cheap gray suit, a flannel shirt, 
no. wide-spreading sombrero, but ‘‘a 
fawn-colored hat "’*on his pate. A 
business bandit in ‘a business suit in- 
spires confidence in his reality if not 
in his inténtions. 

On the other hand, his elusiveness, 
provided he ‘is himself and not a sub- 
stitute, must make us. sympathetic 
with, rather than distrustful of, the 
legend of. the peons that, when hard 
pressed, hé changes himself into a 
little dog and yelps ironically at the 
heels of the soldiers who have been 
tracking him: For this reason, doubt- 
less, the design was attributed to the 
Carranzistas last year of hunting him 
down with bombing machines, sur- 
prising him from the ether and giv- 
ing him no chance to canify himself; 
On account of the high price of gaso- 
line, or other sufficient reasons, this 
astute collector of benevolencés *and 
industrious Bordérer hasn’t had to 
bear the proposed overhead charges; 
and he is now advertising by means 
of delightful press agents at Juarez 
and El Paso, that. Capital of Truth, 
his annual March opening and Spring 
season. 

His advertising campaign has been 
conducted skillfully.

PROPHETS OF GLOOM. 

The hard-working * correspondents 
who try to discover what the Peace 
Conference is doing find the currents 
of opinion running backward one day 
and forward the next. Judging from 
dispatches published yesterday, the 
night before must have béeén a time 
of pessimism. If we believe several 
versions of the Conference’s state of 
mind at that time, the worst is about 
to happen. According to The Tribune, 
the League of Nations is dead and 
Germany is to be allowed to name the 
peace terms. Poland, “Bohemia, Ru- 
mania, and. France are to be sacrificed 
in order.to get the Germans to sign 
a@ peace promptly, and the world is 
lost. 

The Chicago Tribune sees about the 
Same prospect, though not quité so 
vividly....Germany is to keep Danzig 
and the Saat Valley,‘to have an army 
larger than the Allies originally In- 
tended, and to receive trade conces- 
sions. The World says that we are to 
make peace with LENIN, to refuse to 
support the Russian Democrats in 
rebellion against him, and to give 
Russia food in return for a promise 
that! the Bolsheviki will cease their 
foreign propaganda—a promise whose 
lack of worth is evident. The same 
correspondent says that . Marshal 
Focun, who prefers to fight the Bol- 


 sheviki tather than surrender to them, 


is charged by other delegates with be- 
ing infected by a militaristic spirit. 

All of thesé prophecies ascribe to the 
peace delegates the same state of 
mind—conviction that their peoples 
are so tited of war that they will not 
fight again, even to preserve the safe- 
guards won by the military victory of 
last year, or to prevent the enémy 
from Wihning the war next year or the 
year after. Indeed, there have been 
many reports from Paris supporting 
this theory, but it ts not fikely ‘that 
the Peace Conferénce is on the verge 
of surrender. Some of the delegates 
may be panicky; but a competent ob- 
sérver just -retufned from Germany 
pring$ the reassuring news that the 
Gerthan people, too, have had ehough 
war, Their Government must. sign 
any treaty that may be. presented, 
thoibgh it will doubtless weet till the 
last moment. 

The reason the Peace Conference is 
not likely to surrender, to leave to 
Germany the mastery of Europe, with 
Poland. and Bohemia and France in 
her hand whenever she~ chooses td 
close’ it: on them, is that the peace 
delegates are men who want to stay 
in public life, They: may or may not 
be right in holding that their peoples 
will not’ fight again, even to save their 
liberties; -but however this may. be, 
they know what would happen .to 
rulers who gave up those liberties. to 
the enemy. .A government. which 
signed such a peace would not last a 
week in, France or Italy, and’ Mr. 
Luoyp GtorcE could-hardly go back to 
face his Parliament even with ‘the 
German fleet securely tied up in Eng- | 
fish harbors. ~The soldiers who won 
the. war Would make short work of 
politicians ‘who lost it, and the poli- 

ticians undoubtedly have this’ ape in

That a policeman in

Take, for instance, the case of Patrol- 
man DENNIS D. GLEASON, who, to pre- 
vent a murder, seized an armed man, 
early yesterday morning, and then for 
twenty minutes had with him the fight 
of his life while an interested crowd 
stood around watching the struggle. 
The policeman appealed repeatedly for 
aid, ‘but none gave it, ‘and only the 
fortunate arrival at last of another po- 
livemian ended the struggle. 

If Gixason ‘had been killed, as might 
easily have happened, évery one of the 
bystanders: who held. aloof would have 
shared the résponsibility for his death 
and would have been an accomplice, in 
reality, of the murderer. They were 
themselves all either crimithals-or ¢ow- 
ards, and their guilt of gross incivism 
is obvious. For what they did, or father 
for what they did not do, there should 
be a-epenalty, and would pe one in an 
ideal State. ae :

Washington’s Warning. ‘ 

The Farewell Addtess of Washington 
was delivered in 1796; the Revolutionary 
War had ended léss' than fifteen: years 
before; the French Revolution had over- 
turned French civilization and produced 
chads and the Napoleonic wars were 
‘beginning; .and our friendly relations 
with France, based on her generous and 
decisive assistance in the Revolution, 
had been seriously threatened. Our chief 
interést at that time was to create a 
self-sustaining nation, not dependent up- 
on foreign nations for the continuance 
of its national existencé, Such.a thing 
as the formation of,a League of Nations 


‘to avoid war was far ffom' the thotglits 


of the nations of the world, and eveh if 
it had been attempted there would have 
been little reason for the newly created 
American Commonwealth to becomé a 
party to it. - 

It ‘was, therefore, Obviously true; to 
use Washington’s words, -that Hurépe 
had ‘a sét of primary interests which 
to us have none, or a very -re- 
mote, relation. Hénce she must be en- 
gaged in frequent controversies, the 
causes of Which are essentially foreign 
to our concerns... Hence, therefore, it 
must be unwise in us to-implicaté our- 
sélves ‘by artificial’ ties ‘in the ordinary 
vicigsitudes of her politics. or the. or- 
dinary combinations and collisions: of 
her friendships or enmitiés.’’ 

But the situation which Washington 
thus visualized was totaHy different 
from that which now _.confronts the 
world, The nations in the Peace 
Council ate not striving to  sus- 
tain .some m@harch upon a_ tottering 
throne or to establish the divine right.

zation from the horrors of anarehy and 
Boishevism, 

The Necessity for Making the Leagte a 
Part of the Peace Treaty. 

We find responsible .statesmen who 
still thihk that this nation has contrib- 
uted all that ‘it is called ypon to do and 
can now with honor step aside and com- 
mit to the Etiropean nations the: stu- 
pendous task of reconstructing the na- 
tions of thé continent which have been 
shattered by the war.

COTTON MARKET STRONGER. 


Prices In Market Rise. on Buying 
Here and. Abroad. 


The cotton market again fose steadily 

and easily yesterday ‘and sich opposi- 
tion. as -was encountered was, on the 
whole, of little of no consequence. Liv- 
erpool was a good buyer, and the Wall 
Street houses and other local interests 
also bought. To this was added a con- 
tinued accumulation by spot houses. 
' The buying was of good quality and 
gave the market~ an appearance ‘of 
strength which was considerably greater 
than would seem to be indicated by the 
day’s rise in prices. 

Both the new contracts and the old- 
style contracts benefited by yesterday’s 
strength. In respect to the old-style 
contracts, it was notable that there was 
considerable hedge buying and short 
covering. Trading in the old options is 
likely to fall off in the very near future 
and already, in. fact, the volume in the 
new contracts is becoming ey 
greater than that of the old ones. The 
spaculerive attraction, of course, js in 

e contracts where the free market ob- 
tains, and only in the new contracts is 
this possible, owever, the old ones wiil 
move in sympathy for some: time to 
come. 

In the afternoon local bulls began to 
realize on some of their holdings, but 
this supply failed to break the mar- 
ket more than 10 points or so, as there 
was a consistent demand from outside 
sources which more than made up for 
the local selling. After being up 65 

oints or more, the. market eas off 

ust before the closing, but finished well 
above the previous ay’s final figures, 
with gains ranging from 15 to 36 points 
for old contracts and somewhat higher 
for the new, contracts.

Revelations of deplorable conditions. in 
Public School No. 70, in Fifty-fifth 
Street, just east of one of the best resi- 
dential districts, of Fifth Avenue, were 
published yesterday by. the Public Edu- |, 
cation. Association of New York: The 
report asserts that the conditions are’a 
menage to the health of the children, 
and asks ff it fs not a serious indict- 
ment of ‘the administration of our 


forty-five-million-dollar-a-year school 
system. . The report reads in part 
Nearly 2,000 children are cfowded 
into class rooms having a total seat- 
ing capacity of scarcely 1,000. Out of 
forty-seven classes, 14 are on -double: 
‘session, or part time. © Space is so 
precious that in many rooms four ¢hil- 
dren must be huddled in two double 
seats pushed close together. In one 
room on the. top floor, which has. no 
windows and is completely surrounded 
by other rooms, there is only oné isle 

in’ the middle of the room, the seats . 

on either side being jamed tight 

against the wall..- The mere thought 
of fire ‘ under such conditions is 
enough to make one’s blood run cold. 

On the first floor, there are no per- 
manent partitions. between three of 
the rooms—only curtains. Over ny 
little children, just beginning school 
are crowded into these iettindvined 
rooms. In addition to the inevitable 
distraction due to the recitations of 
the classes on either side, which are 
separated only by the curtains, there 
’ fis ever present the almost cruel eye- 
strain... It is doubtful whether such 
conditions would be tolerated under 
our factory laws, in even the poorest 
sweatshop!

law. “Under our system of jurisprudence 
one of the most important elements tn- 
derlying ‘punishment for crime is that 
‘such punishment should be regarded as 
a deterrent and as calculated in some 
measures to prevent or diminish similar 
crimes in the future.’’ 

The jury‘pointed out that section 2,125 
of the penal law provides punishment 
not exceeding twenty years for first 
Gegree robbery, and not exceeding fif- 
teen years for second degree robbery, 
and advocates increasing the maximum: 
There is no minimum as to punishment, 
however, and the jury advises that a 
minimum in éach degrze of crime be 
established by law at not less than ten 
years. 

(The additional Grand Jury, of which 
Albert Uliman is the foreman, advised 
support of Assemblyman Barra’s meas- 
ure to establish a maximym sentence of 
twenty-five years and a minimum of ten 
years. This Grand Jury followed the 
recommendation with this. comment: 

It is the opinion of this Grand Jury 
that any means which may be, taken 
to assist. the duly constituted ‘public 
officers charged with the enforcement 
of the criminal law'iand to cut do’ 
the apparently increasing number of 
crimes ‘and robberies should be :aided 
and encouraged. We -belfeve that if a 
mibimum term. of ten years was’ pro- 
vided, and if defendants knew that ne 
court had ‘not the, power to sentenc 
a term less .than ten Aarne Blt it might 
act as a\deterrent to the cri ee 
elined,’’ 

This Grand Jury also recommended 
reform in bail bonds, particularly with 
reference to closer co-operation between 
furety companies and the . prosecuting 
officers eoncerning the’security accepted 
and investigation of the character of 
those seeking bail. ‘The jury said crim- 
inals had often used proceeds of crime 
to furnish bail. 

Judge Rosalsky, revfewing the work 
of the Grand Juries, complimented them 
on the importance of their services to 
the community. The panel of grand 
juryvmen of the county now numbers 
1,200 members. 


INGOME TAX LOSS ON ALIENS 


Customs Officers Now Holding Up 
Departing Munition Workers.

It was estimated that 
more than 90 per cent. of them, through 
ignorance of the law or intent, had 
failed to consider the: income tax among 
their objigations, so that during the last 
week the Passport Bureau has been col- 
lecting an average of $20,000 a day in 
arrears. 

The State Department has amended 
the passport.rules,. it “was anriounced, 
causing all person$ applying for pass- 
ports to present a receipt for paid in- 
come tax from the District Internal Rev- 
enue Collector.
